Disaster of Kingston Not So Great as 
at First Reported. 
New York, Jan. IG.— A brief m essage 
from Holland Bay, th e cable station on 
the Island of Jam aica, located forty 
miles from K ingston, says the e a rth ­ 
quake d isaster was not so great as at 
first reported. 
Only a portion of the 
city was destroyed. 
About 300 per­ 
sons w ere injured. 
The fire, w atch started after the tre­ 
mor. is said to have been brought un­ 
der control late Monday night. 
T he panic at 
Kingston w as appa­ 
rently short lived, as it is stated the 
‘work of rescuing and caring for the 
injured was soon under way. 
Many 
persons, however, fled from the city 
and took 
refuge in the surrounding 
country, 
fearing 
a 
recurrence 
of 
shocks. 
An official dispatch received In the 
colonial office a t London confirms the 
reports that the destruction w rought 
by the earth q u ak e and fire was not so 
w idespread as first reports indicated. 
This dispatch stated that 
while the 
total num ber killed and wounded had 
not been definitely ascertained, it was 
apparently not very large. 
The g re at­ 
est num ber of casualties occurred in 
the cam p hospital, w here forty negro 
soldiers w ere killed.
